Addition of Surgical Service to current

1. Reference ig made to the attached memorandum to Chief, 
Personnel Division/O from Ohief, Seourlty Control Staff, Subject: 
Group Hospitalization, Inc., dated 18 June 1952. Reretofore, Agency 
employees with hospitalization aoverage only (under Group Hespital- 
{gation, Inc.,) have net been accorded the privilege of adding the 
surgicel service policy, presumably for reasons of security. The 
attached mesorandum, however, resolves the security question. 


2. Mr.[___]of the Security Oontrol Staff has advised this 
effice that Agency employees with hospital coverage only should be 
informed of the opportunity to expand their benefits under Group 
Hospitalization, Inc., to include surgical service, ainge no other. 
group coverage for present policy holders is envisioned in the future. 
fhis conclusion on ge a eae I feel gure, was prompted by his 
expertence on the ad hoc hospitalization counlttee, composed of Messrs. 


3. In view of the above, this office requests permission to take 
the necessary action to afford all Agency employees with hospitalization 
eoverace under Group Hospitalisation, Ine., the opportunity of adding: 
surgical service to their present benefits. Approval of this request: 
should include permisgion to negotiate with Group Hospitalization, Inc., 
and to disseminate the official information to all eligible employesn, 
if GHI agrees to provide the surgical service policies. 


4. approxtuately[_|Agency employees are presently entitled to 
hespitel service only under Grouy Hospitalization, Inc. Doubtless a 
large percentage of them would add murgical service to their coverage, 
Af given the opportunity.

1, Attached hereto is a memorandum from the Security Office to 
the Chief, Personnel Division (Overt) dated 18 June 1952, which in-

2. A check with the Personnel Relations Branch (Overt) reveals 
that this policy has never been implemented and that current sub- 
seribers to the GHI hospitalization plan are not permitted to extend 
their coverage to include surgical benefits. Although Mr. ae 25x11 
conducted the conversation alluded to in the reference memorandun, 
he was not aware that this authority was put in writing subsequently. 


3. During the pasi several months the Personnel Relations 
Branehes (Overt and Covert) have had numerous telephone calls fron 
employees relative to this subject. Under the current practice of 
refusing extension of the insurance coverage, current subscribers 
to the hospitalization plan are thoroughly frustrated. They cannot 
purchase independen: surgical policies from outside companies, because 
those policies almost inevitably are tied to hospitalization plans. 
They may not subscribe to individual Blue Cross plans because they 
already have membership in the GHI hospitalization group plan wit!. 
the Agency. 


he In view of the authorigation contained in the attached memo- 
randum from the Security Office it is recomended that this office 
inform the collectors for GHI insurance in the Agency that sub- 
scribers will be permitted to extend policy coverage to include sur= 
gieal benefits.
